2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-4 and 6 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Horodysky (US 4,587,025). 

Horodysky teaches compounds and their method of preparation within the scope of the present invention (column 1, line 35 - column 
2, line 31). 

Claims 1-6 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Shachat (US 4,012,437). 

Shachat teaches compounds and their method of preparation within the scope of the present invention (see column 1, line 49 - column 
4, line 18). 

Claim 6 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hellsten (US 5,902,784). 

Hellsten teaches chloride free compounds within the scope of the present invention (see column 3, lines 46-51). 

Claims 7 and 8 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the specific 
method of treating a gas well using an aqueous composition containing the specific compounds of the present invention. 

Claims 1-8 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
